WILL BE BURIED ALIVE 


The Old Doctor W ill Be Pot Away 
Under Eight Feet of Attica 
M a gnetic Mnd. 


Ha Conddently F aperta to Be R esur­ 
rected in Good Sha pe After 
Thirty Day s. 


Attica, Ind.. June 24.—Dr. Tanner, 
who over twenty years ag o, fasted 
forty days to prove that the biblical 
account of the fast of Jesus was not 
physically impossible, will be buried 
alive for thirty days at Mudlavia, near 
this city, this summer. 
Dr. Tanner’s 
idea is that chemical action in the 
earth g enerates a form of energ y 
which he desig nates as radio-activity, 
and which is carried to the surface 
by the freely-flowing spring s. 
At the 
earth’s surface, so runs the theory, 
the water is evaporated and the en 
erg y remains behind in the mud. 
Dr.

A g rave eig ht feet deep 
will be dug in the mag netic mud. and 
Dr. Tanner will be buried alive, to 
remain for thirty days.
